Berlin, January 20.—Seventy-eight 
re-ballots. in the reichstag elections 
were held today. The returns indicate 
that the socialists are not gaining as 
expected.. The socialists participated 
in 46 re-ballots, of which they car- 
ried only eight. At this rate they will 
hardly reach 90 seats in the reichstag. 
They were ousted from five constitu- 
encies today, losing, among others, 
Bielefald to Count Von Penadowsky- 
Wehner, the former imperial secretary 
of state for the interior, who was the 
candidate of all of the other parties. 

The radicals put up a stout defense 
and eletced 17 members, winning eight 
districts, chiefly from the conserva- 
tives, and losing only one. 

The various conservative groups 
elected 21 in the re-ballots, the cleri- 
cals 7, the national liberals 21, social- 
ists $8, radicals 17 and irregulars 4. 

The conservatives and clericals each 
had a net loss of 3; the national liberals 
a met gain of 5; radicals 7 and socia]- 
ists 3. The result of today’s voting 
renders it improbable that the oppo-

Law Goes Into Effect July 1. 
Office of Smoke Inspector | 
Was Created—Provision Re- 
quiring Smoke Consuming 
Devices Was Stricken. 


es - 
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The smoke ordinance wil go to coun- 
cil Monday afternoon with a favorable 
report from the committee on ordi- 
nances and legislation, that commit- 
tee having agreed upon such a report 
Saturday afternoon. 

The ordinanee goes into effect on 
July 1, and contains the following 
provisions: 

Firat. No factory, manufactory, ho- 
tel or other building except private 
Tesidences, shall emit soot black or 
dense smoke for a period of not longer 
than twelve minutes an hour. The 
Original ordinance made the limit 

ht minutes an hour. 

When any person or corpo- 
ration desires to make changes in or 
construct a smokestack, notice shall 
be given to the smoke inspector. 

Office of Smoke Inspector. 

Third. The office of smoke inspector 
is creatéd, the same to be appoinied by 
the mayor, and be under the supervi- 
sion of the building inspector, at a 
@alary of $1,200 a year. In the original 
Omdinance the salary wags $1,800. 

Fourth. ‘ie smoke inspector shall 
have the‘right to enter any bullding 
for the purpose of making inspections. 

Fifth. It shall be the duty of the 
smoke inspector to inspect all smoke- 
stacks at least once every qudrter, 

‘and this snall apply to locomotive as 
well as buildings, and the inspector 
Bhall keep a public record of l the 
work done*by him. 

Sixth. The ordinance shall go into 
effect July 1 of this year. 

Seventh: For any violations of the 
law the inspector shall make cases 
before the recorder, who shall have 
the power to enter fines of not more 
than $100 in each case. 

One Section Is Stricken. 

The committee agreed to strike one 
section from the original ordinance 
which provided that smoke-consuming 
devices should be used. This leaves 
the matter of eliminating smoke up 
to those using smokestacks or running | 
locomotives. : 

The committee also agreed not to 
except locomotives drawing passenger 
and freight trains, the ordinance as 
first drawn making the law applica- 
ble only to switch engines. It was 
pointed out by members of the com- 
mittee that smoke was not allowed to 
be emitted from locomotives in the 
Terminal station. 

There were present at the meeting 
of the committee Chairman Cc. W. 
Smith, Alderman Candler and Coun- 
cilmen Clarence Haverty and CC. C. 
Mason. Alderman James E. Warren 
was the only absent member. It is 
understood that Alderman Warren fa- 
vors the ordinance. Alderman Cand- 
ler stated that he would not vote for 
the ordinance until he had taken time 

to study it ‘before council meets. He 
had not been at any of the meetings 
‘of the committee when the matter 
was discussed; as he was kept busy 
with the finance committee, 

It is believed the ordinance will be 
adopted by council Monday afternoon.

IMPORTANT CONVENTION 


The convention of the Georgia dairy- 


of the most successful in the history of 
the organization. From the _=§ stand- 
point of numbers, it was. far above 
the average in attendance, there being 
fully ‘fifty delegates at most of the 
sessions, and a great many of them 
were attended by many more interested 
stockmen.

One of the most enthusiastic sessions 
of the meeting was that devoted to a 
breed discussion of the Jerseys, Guern- 
seys and Holsteins. Each breed was 
represented by an able authority, who 
has succeeded with the breed whose 
cause he was championing. The au- 
dience was very partisan, and the con- 
vention was soon divided ingo three 
hostile camps. Much valuable informa- 
tion was gained by those in attendance 
relative to the breed history and adapt- 
ation of these three leading breeds to 
Georgia conditions. 

Tick eradication occupied a conspic- 
uous place in the meeting. The older 
cattle breeders were confident that ma- 
terial progress had been made in ex- 
terminating this unnecessary nuisance, 
which is annually costing Georgia 
more than $6,000,000. Detailed re- 
ports of officials actively engaged in 
the work show that many thousand 
square miles have been placed above 
the quarantine within a short time. 
Several counties will be released nexi 
season. Delegates from every section 
of the state felt that they voiced the 
sentiment of their respective counties 
in stating that the attitude toward 
tick eradication could work marvelous 
changes in a comparatively short time, 
and that these ¢ounties were anxious to 
take up the work as rapidly as funds 
were available for prosecuting it suc- 
cessfully. In counties where systematic 
work has not been taken up, most of 
the more aggressive stockmen have 
begun spraying; and several of them 
are putting in dipping vats. ’ 


There was never a time in the his- 


of the state when such interest 
was manifested on every hand relative 
to improving the work stock now on 
Georgia farms, both from the stand- 
point of numbers and type. The heavy 
horse made its debut into Georgia 
agriculture but recently. Though in 
this short time they have demonstrat- 
ed clearly their ability to stand up to 
every reasonable requirement of farm 
work. During the past spring’ the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture 
carried a high-class pair of Percheron 
mares on the education train, which 
toured the entire state. 

Important resolutions were adopted. 

The association . indorsed the work 
that has been done in tick eradication, 
and requested the next general assem- 
bly to provide adequate funds for com- 
pleting the work that has been so suc- 
cessfully begun. 

They indorsed the work that has 
been done by the college in helping to 
introduce agriculture into the rural 
schools, its actions in boys’ corn clubs, 
girls’ home industries, dairying, ani- 
mal husbandry, soil surveying, and 
analysis, agrinomy, horticulture, and 
the work that is being taken up at 
the college and throughout the state 
in the raising of poultry. This broad- 
ening of the usefulness of the college 
was made possible by the liberal atti- 
tude of the general assembly in in- 
creasing the appropriations for exten- 
sion teaching. 

Lmportant resolutions were adopted 
relative to needed legislation to prop- 
erly control the milk supply in the 
state. The association put itself on 
record as being oppseod to the repeal 
of the tax on colored oleomargarine. 
Another important resolution ‘was 
adopted urging the landlords of the 
state to demond 500 pounds of lint 
cotton and 80 bushels of corn from 
their tenants instead of demanding 
1,000 pounds of lint cotton to the plow. 
It is believed that this will go far to- 
ward reducing the production of cot- 
ton in the south.

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WALL STREET GOSSIP 
OF GENERAL INTEREST 


By Ralph Emerson. 


New York, January 20.—(Special.)— 


The commanding event of the week in 
the line of securities was the broaden- 
ing investment demand for bonds. The 
absorption, which was at first confined 
to institutions, finally extended to in- 
dividual investors, this reaching a 
highly satisfactory stage. The impell- 
ing force behind this movement, of 
course was the cheapness of money, 
the lowest figures of the year for 
Collateral loans of al! kinds having 
been made coincident with estimates 
of another heavy week. The potential 
feature of this bond movement is the 
fact that it opens the way for the re- 
newal of negotiations between bank- 
ers and railway corporations for the 
Placing of large issues long heki in 
abeyance. The con*eumimation of these 
negotiations means much for the in- 
duatries, of the country, as the pro- 
@eeds of the bonds will be used for 
necessary improvements held up for a 
long time past. 

Considering stock market conditions, 
from the point of standard railroad 
and tndustrial issues alone, the week 
was the most unsatisfactory one in 
months. Speculation fell to a very 
low ebb and the market drifted along 
with narrow changes and without any 


definite trend until near the close, 
when there was some broadening of 
interest in the -. prominent 
with a general improvement. Sensa- 
tleonal advances in the new tobacco 
stocks were the result of manipulation 
for the purpose of distribution, hence 
the movement was without any influ- 
enee on general stock market senti- 
ment. A prominent feature of the sit- 
uation was tne waiting disposition 
manifested by leading Lanking inter- 
ests, usually identified with market 
operations, who were hesitating over 
the St. Paul dividend, the outcome of 
movements at Washington for another 
batch of corporate investigations, de- 
Velopments .as to tariff changes and 
the ultimate effect upon trade of the 
labor troubles. 

The industries of the country are 
in no better position to increase wages 
than the railroads. The late heavy re- 
duction in steel prices has brought 
the margin of profit down to a very 
| small compass. The depression in the 
‘cotton mills ef New England in 19190, 
which brought production down to 
fifty per cent of capacity, shows this 
great industry is in no shape to grant 
the demands of labor. There has re- 
cently been a readjustment between 
the prices of fabrics and the cost of 
the raw material, but previous to this 
readjustment, the textfle mills turned 
igh priced cotten into low priced 
g00ds and suffered losses thereby.

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of women, girls and boys, established by Rev. H. H. Proctor, ofthe First Congrega- 
tional Church, Colored, to encourage. industrial and domestic labor. 


By Isma Deoty. 
. AS many as a hundred representa- 
tive colored women were present at 


the first meeting Friday afternoon of 
the ccoking school inaugurated in the 
colored Congregational church of At- 
lanta as an institutional work des- 
tined to be beneficial] to the two races. 
The meeting was in ‘the basement of 
the church and the program of open- 
ing introduced several speakers, who 
were inspirational in their discourses, 
H. H. Proctor, the founder of the 
cooking school movement, addressed 
the meeting, setting forth the prac- 
tical values of cooking for all women: 
not alone those who might make it 
their means of livelihood, but those 
Who were homekeepers ang who de- 
sired to raise and surround their chil- 
dren with the right ideals of home. 

He talked of the dignity of domes- 
tic labor for the woman wage-earner 
and stressed that efficiency was the 
factor always af.ultimate gueccess. In 
the course of his concluding’ address 
he put before the gathering the neces- 
sity of a working girls’ home—a place 
where those homeless, for a. nominal 
price, could find a home and protec- 
tion after the day’s work is done. 

Prominent Women Present. 

Mrs. Samuel D. Jones, representing 
the women’s’ missionary movement 
and the organization for general bet- 


| terment and uplift growing out of the 


recent Woman's Jubilee celebration, 
and Mrs. William R, Hammond, whose 
philanthropi¢ interest extends through 
those who need it in both races, ad- 
Cressed the meeting. Service—effi- 
cient service not only for the sake of 
gself-development, but for the Mas- 
ter’s sake, was the keynote of their 
encauraging words. 

The Women of the Aasembiage. 
In looking carefully over the .as- 
semblage and hearing what was said 
hy the women called upon to speak, 
I questioned whether in that audience 
there were the women who needed to 
be reached. They were so much the 
superior type, those who are good 
homekeepers and good women _§indus- 
trious and faithful, I wondered if they 
could not constitute themselves mis- 
sionaries in the movement, each one 
bringing in some one woman who has 
not heard the message of service in 
her church, who may have become 
careless of her obligation, and there- 
by reach the element who need help. 
No more eloquent word was spoken 
than that by a woman who said: “I 
am not a cook by profession, but I 
want to learn more about it. I am a 
curtain-washer. My principle is not 
to ask for recommendations from door 
to door, but to wash my curtains s0 
well they recommend themselves, and 
no matter how much I may be praised 
by my patrons, I try to wagh each 
pair better and better.” 

Now if this woman could only 
preach this gospel to some woman who 
has not been led to that way and 
get such a one to come to the cook

ing school, then she would indeed be 
rendering serviee to humanity. . 

Another inspirational word wes 
spoken by the one who said: “I am a 


pretty good cook, but I want to learn 


mete about it and I think all of us 
should feel the same way about this 
goed movement.”’ 

The Teacher Talks. 

Harriett Hodge, a graduate of 
Cheney Institute, is the teacher of the 
school, and in her classes she will 
give first the fundamental principles 
of good cooking; practical demonstra- 
tions will follow; there will be fancy 
cooking taught and special classes 
will be inaugurated for those who 
may want special branches of domes- 
tic science. She spoke of the rela- 
tion of householg economics to domes- 
tic science and the necessity there 
was for a cook to know, not only how 
to prepare food, but how te select 
foods, how to select geod cuts of 
meat, the combinations ef food mak- 
ing up good menus and the general 


knowledg@ every woman who has a 
heme should have in the matter of 
Keeping up every branch of the home. 

How Housekeepers Can Co-operate. 

The cooking school as established 
and the plans proposed should in time 
be a direct facter in working ent 
certain phages of the service problem, 
but the white housekeepers must co- 
operate by enctotifaging their em- 
ployees to go. No matter how well 
the colored cook can do, there is a}- 
Ways more to be learned. The better 
Class of patrons the schoo] has the 
better work will be accomplished, and 
those who sorely need a chance to be- 
come better trained cooks will soon 
follow the example of those in whom 
they recognize the better element of 
their race. These facts can be 
brought to the attention of women 
in service by Atlanta housekeepers, 
who have had so. much cause to com-

chy troops and people. 
Manchus Will Fight. 

The Chinese soldiers who hitherto 
have remained loyal to the imperial 
government might transfer their afie- 
giance, but the: Manchu soldiers, form- 
ing a majority of the imperial army 
in and near Pekin, may be expected to 
use their arms. Indeed, it is a ques- 
tion whether Yuan Shi Kai will be 
able to restrain them in event of the 
abdication of the throne. 

The foreign legations have no desire 
to transgress neutrality. They seek 
only to prevent the northern provinces 
being left to the mercy of the lawless 
soldiery. 

The republican ultimatum promises 
that President Sun Yat Sen will retire 
from his position and that Yuan Shi 
Kai, although he will not be permitted 
to have control of the provisional gov- 
ernment, shall Le nominated for per- 
manent president of the republic.

Few persons now refuse to recognize 
the hopelessness of the Manchu strug- 
gle. Yuan Shi Kai is practically held 
a prisoner in Pekin and poses as a 
champion of the Manchus in erder to 
save his own life. He still urges a 
monarchy, according to the advices re- 
ceived here, though Tang Shao Yi, his 
Closest friend and intimate, asserts 
that Yuan really favors a republic. 

A few days ago a complete agree- 
ment was reached between: Yuan and 
Tang and President Sun Yat Sen and 
Wu Ting Fang, the minister of justice 
in the provisional cabinet, whereby 
the Manchus accepted the liberal terms 
offered and Yuan Shi Kai and Presi- 
dent Sun mutually agreed to a dual 
sovernment in the north and south, 
headed respectively by Yuan and Pres- 
ident Sun, the signers guaranteeing to 
administer affairs conjointly until the 
form of a permanent government is 
decided upon by the national conven- 
tion. This agreement was actually 
drafted and initiated when Yuan, on 
behalf of the Manchus, sought to 
amend it. This alarmed the republi- 
cans and they broke off negotiations. 

President Sun and the members of 
the cabinet are firmly convinced that 
the recognition of the republic by the 
powers will come quickly unless the 
influence of certain of the powers is 
too strong against it. They asked to- 
day that they be allowed to express 
through the Associated Press the hope 
that the United States will sustain its 
original broad policy and be the first 
to stretch a friendly hand to preserve 
China’s integrity. 

DR. SUN WILLING TO WITHDRAW 
IN FAVOR OF+ PREMIER YUAN 
_San Francisco, January 20.—Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen announced yesterday that he 
was willing to withdraw from the 
presidency of the republic in favor of 
Yuan Shi Kai, according to a cable- 
gram received by the Chung Sai Yat 
Po, a Cninese daily newspaper here 
today. The cablegram, dated Hong- 
kong, said President Sun would step

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Summary of fvidence So Far 
Presented by Government. 


United States Attorney Wick- 
ersham Claims That Substan- 
tial Progress Has Been Made 
in Proving That the Packers 
Restrained Trade. 


—_—_— 


Chicago, January 20.—United States 
District. Attorney Wilkerson declares 
that the government in the first six 
weeks of the trial has made substan- 
tial progress in the offering of evi- 
dence in support of its charge that the 
Chicago packers maintained a combi- 
nation in restraint of trade. 

When court adjourned today the 
government had examined 17 witnesses 
and offered in evidence 120 documents 
of various kinds bearing on the busi- 
ness methods of the men under indict- 
ment. 

What Government Has Shown. 

A summary of the government's evi- 
dence thus far presented, according to 
District Attorney Wilkerson, shows: 

That the packers between 1894 and 
1902 had a pool which met every Tues- 
day and divided territory, fixed per- 
centages of. shipments, agreed upon 
margins and followed a uniform sys- 
tem in figuring the test cost of beef. 
“That these weekly meetings stopped 
for a few months after the issuance 
of Judge Grosscup’s injunction against 
the packers in 1902. 

That these meetings were resumed 
at the homes of the members in the 
summer of 1902. : 

That the Armour, Swift and. Morris 
interests acquired by. purchase on 
joint accoant the plants of eight com- 
petitors and attempted to form a giant 
merger of the packing: interests of 
the country with a capital of nearly a 
billion’ dollars. | 

That this plan was. abandoned be- 
cause of the Inability of the promoters 
to: finance it. 

That the National Packing Company 
was formed in’ March, 1903, to operate 
the plants of the eight competitors 
and that’ its. stock was divided be- 
tween the Armour, Swift and Morris 
interests. 

Dividing Terrttory. 

That since then the packers _as di- 
retors and officers of the National 
Packing Company have held weekly 
meetings, at which the practice of qi- 
viding territory, fixing percentage 
shipments and agreeing on margins 
was continued throughout the period 
covered by the indictment. 

That the system -of figuring the 
test cost of beef used in. one form or 
other by the members vf the alleged 
eombinations was the basis used in 
fixing margins. 

That the representatives of Armour, 
Swift, Morris end the National Pack- 
ing Company in New York end Boston 
met in 1905, ard 1906 daily, and ex- 
changed figures on shipments, 
gins and selling yrices. 

That the pa:kers sent weekly in- 
structions to their branch house man- 
agers in every territory, giving ship- 
ments to be made, and margins. 

Counsel for the defense maintained 
that the evilence so far presented does 
net substantiate the charges in the 
indictment, and are prepared to call 
seores of witnesses who, they declare, 
afll disprove the contentions which 
the government relies on in the case. 

The defense lays special stress on 
the circumstances that practically all 
the evidence thus far adduced referg tu 
periods outside of the three years in- 
cluded in the inlictincnt,

The seventeenth annual convention 
of the Georgia Dairy and Live Stock 
Association, held at the State College 
of Agriculture, Athens, Ga, on Jan- 
baat 16 and 17, was a most instructive 
and interesting meeting, well attend- 
ed by representative dairymen and 
stock breeders of the state. 

The preliminaries of opening were 
conducteg by the secretary, Professor 
Milton W. Jarnagin. Dr. Peter F. 
Bahnsen, state veterinarian, gave a 
talk on how the state veterinary serv- 
ice can benefit the live stock industry. 
Dr. Bahnsen showed clearly the great 
work ahead in Georgia. T. C. Craw- 
ford, of Greensboro, one of the lead- 
ers in making Greene county one of 
the greatest dairy centers in Georgia, 
talkeq on methods of wholesaling 
milk t&nd cream. This included some 
figures on production of milk at the 
farm, Mr. ‘Crawford, J. L. Wheeler 
and others of,Greene county, forming 
the Greensboro Milk ang Cream Com- 
pany, have been shipping milk ,and 
cream to Atlanta and Augusta for

New Plan for Silos. 

Professor J.; William Hart, in 
charge of. dairy extension .work. of 
the College. of Agriculture, described 
a new form of silo construction, using 
a form of expanded metal lath and 
plastering outside.and inside with ce- 
ment plaster, .having a continuous 
door; the figures*indfcate that a fine 
concrete silo’ can be built at a cost of 
$2 to $2.50 per ton of capacity and 
that it can be built much quicker and 
more slightly than the older kind of 
poured monolithic or ‘cement block 
silos. Professor Hart expects to pub- 
lish his plans in bulletin. form 
shortly. 

The subject of marketing dairy 
products was well treated.in a paper 
by Professor J. lL.

Pro- 
fessor-Jarnagin -stateg.,the herd. at the 
college produced, milk in winter at a 
cost of 7 ‘cents per’ gallon. © Other 
members contested this was not repre- 
sentative of, usual farm conditions 
and that the average dairy farmer 
did not produce milk in° Georgia for 
less than 12 cents -per -galion, and 
with many the cost went as high as-18 
and 20 cents per. gallon... Professor J. 
H. McClain, of the. federal. dairy di- 
vision, took occasion here to empha-

The next topic was the recurring 
subject of Tick Eradication, led by Dr. 
E. M. Nighbert, in charge of this work, 
‘in Georgia for the federal government 
Considerable progress is being made in 
the several counties along the north- 
ern and eastern line of the state, and 
in Clarke county where the agricultu- 
ral college is located. Much interest 
was shown in the statements of a 
beef dealer, Captain H. H. Brumby, of 
Athens, who outlined the troubles of 
one county only like Clarke, in eradi- 
cation work without having contigu- 
ous counties undér quarantine also; 
but this was smoothed over by Dr. 
Nighbert. 

Cattle For Market. 

C. W. Parker, of Elberton, read a 
good paper on personal experiences in 
steer feeding, showing. that a little 
more than the manure could be secur- 
ed by feeding a good grade of stock, 
and that even more profit would accrue 
when the cattle are rid of ticks.

Two of tiem are effect- 
ive without it, but use it so frequently 
that to all intents and purposes they 
are “‘spitters.”’ The other two owe 
practically everything to the damp de- 
livery. Neither Russ Ford nor Kay 
Fisher has ever shown world-beating 
form when depending solely on the or- 
dinary run of curves and speed. 


Used in Pinches.

the Committee. 


Washington, January 20.,—Develop- 
ments, more or less sensational, about 
to take place in the Lorimer case, will 
disclose that William J. Burns, the 
detective who built up the evidence 
around the McNamara dynamiters, has 


been at work for at least three months 
gathering evidence to be presented 


next week to the committee investi- 
gating the election of the junior sen- 
ator from Illinois. 

Detective Burns was employed for 
about a month by the senate commit- 
tee and later was engaged by the in- 
terests fighting to unseat Lorimer. 
The committee discontinued his serv~- 
ices, according to members today, be- 
cause of the almost prohibitive ex- 
pense. It is reported that the end 
sought by the anti-Lorimer interests 
is impeachment of certain witnesses 
who gave evidence in Senator Lori- 
mer’s defense relating to the alleged 
atatement of C. F. Wiehe, a ueoenee> 
in-law of Edward Hines, that a jack- 
pot” fund of »00,000 was used “to put 
Lorimer o¥er.” 

Burns Has Proof of Bribery. 

In substance, Burns is declared to 

have reported to the committee that 


he was prepared to offer evidence that 


one of the witnesses who testified in 
regard to this incident had confessed 
he was paid $1,500 to come to Wash- 


ington. 

A phonographic method by which 
Burns obtained the alleged confession 
is also said to have been laid before 
the committee. Burns *cameé to Wash- 
ington last Tuesday and remained un- 
til Wednesday night. His report was 
communicated to some of the members 
of the committe, and it is said later, 
was laid before the committee in exec- 
utive session, It is not claimed that 
the evidence Burns promises to pro- 
duce is intended to establish whether 
there was $100,000 jack pot fund or 
that Senator Lorimer had knowledge 
of it. It affects solely the veracity 
of a witness called by the defense. 

New Evidence to Be Presented. 

This new evidence will be laid be- 
fore the committee after the cross- 
examination of Senator Lorimer is fin- 
ished next week. He will resume the 
witness stand on Monday afternoon 
and probably will finish his testimony 
by Wednesday. 

It is also known that evidence in 

rebuttal will follow Senator Lorimer’s 
testimony. The committee’s process 
gervers have finally produced a for- 
‘mer member of the Illinois legislature 
whom they had not been able to find 
until recently. It is also the purpose 
of the. committee to continue farther 
its investigations into Investments of 
money which certain members of the 
legislature are alleged to have made 
shortly after May 26, 1909. 
‘These new developments have widen- 
ed the scope of the inquiry consider- 
ably, and it will not be closed quite 
as soon as was expected, The inves- 
tigating committee had intended to 
close testimony next week.

Washington, January 20.—Fewer 
people committed suicide during 1910 
than in 1909, according to the latest 
Statistics on the subject, announced to- 
day by Dr. Cressy L Wilbur, chief 
Statisticlan for vital statistics of the 
United States census bureau. The 
death rate from suicidé for 1910 Was 16 
per 100,000 of population in the cen- 
sus bureau’s death registration area 
which comprises about one-half of the 
country’s population, and cOvers twen- 
ty-two states and a number of larger 
cities in other states. The arte was 
16.5 in 1909. There were 8,590 suicides 
in 1910, : 

Sicide by firearms was the favorite 
method of self-destruction and show- 
ed an increase over 1909. Poison was 
a@ close second. Methods employed 
were detailed as follows: 

Firearms, 2,561; poison, 2,456: hang- 
ing or strangulation, 1,265; asphyxia- 
tion, 941; drowning, 517; cutting or 
piercing ingfruments, 544; jumping 
from high places, 137; crushing, 88, 
and other means, 81, 

California Led the States. 

California led the states with 29 
Suicides per 100,000 of population, 
While Maryland, with 10.3, had the 
lowest. rate. The rate increased in 
Michigan, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island 
and Wisconsia, while there was a de- 
crease in other thirteen states.

-EXTRA SESSION IN {883 


Georgia's general assembly will meet 
in special called session on Wednes- 
day for the purpose of declaring the 
result in the recent election for gov- 
érror and of inaugurating Governor 
Jcseph M. Brown, 

The prueess of inducting the new 
governor into office will be the only 
business which the legislature can 
trensact on this occasion, and it will 
probably require two days. 

It hag been almost twenty-nine years 
since the general assembly was called 
into extraordinary session for the pur- 
pose of inaugurating a governor; it is 
always done at the regular sessions, 
eacept In the case of death or resigna- 
tion of the chief executive. 

There has been some inquiry as to 
juet what the legislature would do xt 
this meeting, and, perhaps, it can best 
be indicated by a resume of the pro- 
ceedinis of the general assembly when 
it met in called session.on Weduesday, 
May 9, 1883 to inaugurate as gov- 
ernor Hon. Henry D. McDaniel, follow- 
ing the death of Governor Alexander 
H., Stephens, 

In Session Two Days. 

The legislature «n that »ccasion was 
in session just two days, May 9 and 
10, and outside of the counting of the 
vote, declaring the result‘and inaugu- 
rating the new governor, it transacted 
no business whatever. 

The legislature convened on the 
morning of May 9, 1833, at 10 o'clock, 
under the proclamation of Governor 
James S. Boynton, who as president of 
the state senate, was acting governor 
for a period of sixty days following 
Governor Stephens’ death, just as Gov- 


ernor John M. Slaton has been acting 


fcllcowing the resignation of Governor 
Hoke Smith. 

Following the cpening of the two 
houses and after prayer, the governors 
proclamation was read, and the rolls 
were called. A joint. resolution was 
then passed by both houses, providing 
for a joint s¢ssion in the hall of the 
house at 12 o’clock, noon, that day, t 
canvass tha vote and declare the res-ilt 
for governor. 

The usual formal resolutions for no- 
tifying the governor that the general 


essembly was in session were passe. 


The two houses also formally notified 
each other of their readinesc for busi- 
ness. 

A committee was appointed to notify 
the secretary of state that the senat= 
Was ready to receive the election re- 
turns, 


Governor's Medsage. 


Following aotification to the gov- 


ernor that the legislature was in ses- 


sion, Governor Boynton sent in his 
message, which related chiefiy to the 
death of Governor Stephens, included 
his proclamation, and incidentaHy is- 
cussed other matters. 

The governor called attention to the 
fact that the legislature could deal 
only with the inauguration; but said at 
the same time he did not deem it in- 
appropriate 10 state several “cheering 
facts” for the information of the mem- 
bers. These facts related to certain 
State finances and bond issues. 

By resolution, 500 copies of the gov- 
ernor’s message were ordered printed 
for the use of the membrs, 

By resolution, a ccmmittee was ap- 
pointed te prepare a memorial to the 
late Alexander H, Stephens and report 
at the adjourned session in July fo!l- 
lowing 

The election reiurng being received 
from the secretary of State, the senate 
went to the hall of the house and the 
joint session was convened, Hon. J. 
H. Polhill, president pro tem. of the 
senate, presiding. 

The Vote Counted. 

By resolution. tellers were app iatsa 
to assist in counmtine the votes for 
gcvernor, and when this had been com. 


pleted it was ennounced that Hor. 
Henry D. McDaniel had received 23,680 
votes for governor, while there wers 
834 scattering votes. Governor Mc- 
Danie] was thén declared elected gov- 
érnor by the president pro tem. of the 
senate, 

There was tben passed a joint reso- 
lution for the zppointment of a com- 
mittee to notify Governor McDaniel of 
his election and to ascertain what time 
the following day would suit him for 
the inauguration ceremonies. 

A joint resolution was also adopted 
providing for a committee to prepare a 
memorial to the late Senator Benjamin 
H. Hill, and to report at the adjourned 
session in July. 

The committee appointed to notify 
Governor McDaniel then made its re- 
port, fixing 11 o’clock a. m., the day 
following, for the inauguration. Fol- 
lowing this the two houses adjourned 
until 10 o’clock Thursday, May 19. 

The Inauguration. 


The two houses met at 10 o'clock on 
May 10. <A joint resolution was passed 
for a joint session at 11 o'clock to 
inaugurate the new governor. 

The inauguration committee then re- 
ported the program agreed upon, in- 
cluding the order of the procession 


and other features, which was adopted. 
A resolution was adopted in both 
‘houses providing for the appointment 


wide committee to. prepare a memorial 


elating to the life and services of the 
late Herschel V. Johnson, and report 
at the adjourned sesion to July. 

At 11 o'clock the joint session con- 
vened in the hall of the house. Prayer 
was offered by Rev. John Jones, D.D., 
chaplain of the senate. 

Governor McDaniel then delivered 
his inaugural address, following which 
he took the oath of office, administered 
by Chief Justice James Jackson. 

The new governor then received tne 
great seal of the state and entrusted 
it to the keeping of the secretary of 
state. 

The president pro teem of the senate 
then pronounced Governor McDaniel 
“governor of.sestate of Georgia and 
commander-in-chief of her army and 
navy.” The benediction was then pro- 
nounced by Rev. Mr. McClellan, chap- 
lain of the house, and the joint ses- 
sion was dissolved. 

Adjournment. 

The two houses then passed a reso- 
lution appointing a joint committee to 
wait upon the governor and inform 
him that the general assembly was 
ready to adjourn. 

The committee was appointed and 
within a few minutes reported that the 
governor had no business to bring be- 
fore the general assembly. 

A resolution was then adopted pro- 
viding for adjournment of the sesgion 
sine die at 12:45 o’clock p. m. 

A resolution was adopted providing 
for the committees on journals to ex- 
amine them and see that they were 
correct. 

Two or three resolutions of thanks 
were adopted in each house, afew re- 
marks were made by the speaker and 
the president pro tem. in their fre- 
spective branches, and the legislature 
adjourned at the hour agreed upon. 

Will Be Very Similar. — 

The session of the general assembly 
which convenes at 10 oclock next 
Wednesday morning,January 24, will 
be very similar to that here described,’ 


probably the only exception being that 
there will be no occasion for resolu- 
tions providing for com- 
mittees. 

Governor Slaton will send in a brief 
message stating why he called the 
general assembly, and will. probably 
also state what pardons he has grant- 
ed during his term, as this is required, 
andthis will be the only opportunity 
for it. 

In all other respects there will prob- 
ably be little if any variation from the 
routine of the session at which Gov- 
ernor McDaniel was inaugurated 
twenty-nine years ago.

The plan is described as an * extraor- 
dinary and unique insurance against 
the negligence of European cotton 
buyers in dealing with irresponsible 
persons and firms, and the effect of the 
plan, it is declared, would be to ‘‘con- 
firm the common carriers of cotton 
in their indefensible. attitude of deny- 
ing liability for the acts of their au- 


thorized agents,”’ 
Wording of Resolution. 


“While members of the conference 
deplore losses’ entailed by certain 
fraudulent practices by two cotton 
firms in the recent past,” the resolu- 
tions continue, “and although they de- | 
clare in favor of and will render active 
support to any and all reasonable, just 
‘and legitimate reforms in the methods 
of billing and forwarding cotton, still 
the central] bureau plan in question, 
both jn its original and amended form, 
is hereby condemned as being repug- 
nant to sound business principles, in 
that it proposes to invest bills of lad- 
ing with a status entirely independent 
of considerations of the character and 
solvency of the shipper; discriminatory 
in that it imposes burdens and hard- 
ships upon the cotton exporter and 
possible costs upon the cotton pro- 
ducers, from all of which the producer 
and shipper of every other commodity 
is free, and futile in that the fiat of 
the central bureau certifying to the 
one virtue of genuineness of signa- 
tures would place irresponsible and 
dishonest shippers in a position of van- 
tage from which they could practice 
a multitude of collateral irregularities 
pregnant with greater injury to the 
cotton trade than the isolated dan- 
ger of forgery.” 

The remedy, it is contended, lies in 
the enforcement of more careful and 
discriminating business methods on 
the part of both the carriers and buy- 


ers of cotton. 

In conclusion, the resolutions absolve 
the lLAverpoo!l representatives of any 
intention to reflect upon the integrity 
of cotton exporters of the south, but 
it is held that in itself the central 
bureau plan constitutes such a reflec- 
tion,

Large Congregation Heard the 


Annual Report on Last | 
Thursday Evening. 


A very large congregation heard 
the annual reports of the.Tabernacle 
Baptist church at its annual meeting 
on last Thursday evening.

During the year 1,166 pa- 
tients were treated, the infirmary 
corps being thirty-six nurses and a 
Staff of thirty physicians and sur- 
geong. 

The report from the working girls’ 
dormitory, at 69 Luckie street, stated 
that 335 girls haq passed through the 
institution during the year, receipts 
for board amounting to $7,334, whilo 
4&4 lange amount of board had been 
given free... Several -giris, utter 
strangers, had been taken in and sent 
to business colleges, thereby enabling 
them to make their own way. There 
have been times during the year when 
the superintendent has been compelled 
to turn away from ten to fifteen ap- 
Plications at a time owing to lack of 
room, said the report. 

he report from the building fund 
showed - collections ranging beyond 
$23,000, which fund has been applied 
to the new building. Sum. total of 
moneys raised during the year 
amounts to $89,064.48, 

Dr. Broughton stated at the close of

BLOODY BATTLE 
IN GUAYAQUIL 


Guayaquil, Ecquador, January 20.— 
Fighting occurred in the streets last 
evening and continued alk night be- 
tween adherents of General Leonidas 
Plaza and supporters of General Al- 
faro. The followers of General Plaza 
were defeated. The losses of both 
parties were severe. 

The affair began at the moment of 
the arrival.of a peace commission 
composeg@g of the American and British 
consuls and four other prominent 
personages. The commissioners went 
to Duran to meet Julio Andrade, who 
yesterday attacked and defeated an 
army of Gudyaqulil troops. Their pur- 
pose was to learn the conditions on 
which an understanding between the 
two armies could be brought about.

The baby, 
which was exhibited in court, alse 
was claimed by.a 19-year-old girl of 
Eaton, Ind., who averreq the baby 
was born to her at a hospital here 
about ten days before the time Mrs. 
Batty said the child was born. 

Judge Collier gave several reasons 
why he came to the conclusion that 
the child was not Mrs. Batty’s and 
made much of the fact that a physi- 
clan was not called by Mrs. Batty and 
that she later had refuseg to submit 
to an examination by a physician. 

Brought Suit for Divorce, 

In February, 1911, Mr. Batty 
brought suit for divorce and his wife 
filed a cross. bill. Judge Collier 
granted a divorce on the cross com- 
plaint and ordered the husband to pay 
$15 a month for the support of each 
of the two children. Later the hus- 
band asked release from the support 
of the younger child, ang at the hear- 
ing a short time ago the deception of 
the wife was brought out and the 
young girl brought into court to claim 
the child.

FEDERAL OWNERSHIP 
OF TELEGRAPH LINES 


Washington, January 20.—Represen- 
tative Cary, of Wisconsin, a repub- 
lican, today introduced a bill provid- 
ing for government ownership of tele- 
graph lines, a project recently urged 
by Postmaster General Hitchcock, It 
was referred to the postoffice commit- 
tee.

The measure would stipulate that 
wages should not be increased more 
than 15 per cent over those paid the 
year preceding government acquisition 
and would bar any immediate decrease 
of telegraph tolls.

screens. The basement contains pris- 
oners’ ward, rooms for _  inebriates, 
baths, linen rooms, sterilizers and oth- 
er features. 

Dr. Summerall has paid great atten- 
tion to be plumbing ofthe new build- 
ing, Which he says is the finest the 
country can give. The building is 
equipped with special toilet arrange- 
ments, which are not to be found else- 
where in the south. No pipes run to 
the floor, everything is suspended, al- 
lowing the floor to be cleaned thor- 
oughly. All pipes are operated by 
knee-levers, so that when a surgeon 
or nurse Ssterilize their hands, infec- 
tion is not gathered by .touching the 
pipes again. 

Another feature of the building is 
that there is no solid wall throughout. 
Every wall is pierced with windows 
and all doors provided with transoms, 
allowing perfect ventilation and light. 
In addition the ventilator system is 
the last word in such equipment. Two 
large fans on 
fresh air to chutes, to be distributed 
over the building. The supply is reg- 
ulated in each room separately. | 

Fifty Per Cent More Radiation.

In the operating rooms light is se- | 
cured through a skylight ten feet 
Square. Underneath this is. a glass 
sheet, which will prevent all dust from 
entering. Above the glass will be spe- 
cial electric lights for night work, so 
(nat a diffused light may be obtained 
equal to the need for the most deli- 
cate operation. There ara two such 
rcoms. Adjunects to the operating 
rocms are special rooms for surgeons 
to change their clothing, sterilize their 
hands and prepare fof the work. 

Besides having a complete system of 
teleph«nes over the building, every b2d 
and room will have a button cennect- 
ing with the light system, which will 
call aid at any time. A head nurse 
will be stationed on each floor. The 
lights of the various rooms will flash 
on her switchboard, and in addition on 
the switchboard of the superintendent 
of nurses on the first floor. Records 
of such calls, and the time required tc 
answer them will be kept, : 

Dumb waiters run to all floors to 
carry food and surgical supplies. <A 
chy to carry soiled linen to the 
Etgsement is also provided, and a cdm- 
plete sterilizer, to hold a mattress or 
a towel, is between the soiled linen 
rcom and the room fer the clean linen. 

Laboratory in Basement. 

In the basement will be tha labora- 
tory, with a modern incubator for the 
development of germs for study. There 
will also be a specimen room, for use 
in original work. The X-ray room is 
the only dark recom in the _ house. 
Small kitchens, or diet rooms, special 
toilet rooms and lavatories, shower 
baths and other features occupy the 
rest of the space. 

Preparations for medical baths of 
all kinds are being made, though it 
will be impossible to install these at 
once. It is hoped to have them by .the 
end of the year. There will be steam 
baths, continuously flowing bath tubs, 
electrical baths, the Nauheim bath, and 
the “douche rooms,” where needle. 
showers, sprays, etc. may be given, 
according to the needs of the patient. 

At present workmen are laboring 
herd on the placing of marble wain- 
scoting and the installation of various 
fixturés. They are expected to finis.a 
their work by February 1. At that 
time will commence the task of fur- 
nishing the building, which will take 
another month, when the building will 
be formally occupied. 

The wonderful completeness of the 
building, and the remarkable return 
Atlanta.is securing for the money 
spent, is due largely to the untiring 
supervision »of Superintendent W. B. 
Summerall. Careful study of hwspitals 
throughout the world was made before 
he agreed to the final pians. Many a 
feature was changed—and always for 
the better, until in the new building 
Atlanta has what experts call the 
most modern of its kind in the south, 
and one of the most complete in this 
country.

FARM LANDS AS BANKABLE SECURITIES. 


Stimulating to the practical imagination of the progressive 
farmer, no less than to the business men of the south, is the sug- 
gestion, put forward elsewhere by Harvie Jordan, that the Raiffeisen 
|agricultural banking system, which has, for upwards of a hundred 
|vears, been in sucessful operation in Germany, be tntroduced into 
‘this country. The Raiffeisen system hides, under’a formidable title, 
an extremely simple plan. It is merely that of making farm land 
values, conservatively estimated, the basis either for national or 
state bank capitalization, or for large collective loans. “Ihe idea is 
not a socialistic dream, nor a communistic will-o’-the-wisp. Not 
.only in Germany, but in virtually every other European country, it 
has been tried out, and actually demonstrated to be sound in 
economics and practice. 

Under this plan the farmers of a given county holding land in 


fee simple and free of all encumbrances to the value, say, of $5,000, | 


| 


faas ip would pool their interests and float a loan for one-fifth that 


amount in any of the world’s financial centers, or even the money 
markets of this country, at a conservative rate of interest. Or, and 
this still more nearly touches the interests of the farmer, the basis 
of land valuation above outlined could be made the governing re- 
quirement for national bank capitalization, and currency issue, with 
a fractional portion of the market value of the land supporting either 
capitalization or currency. It is pointed out, in this connection, that 
in 1911 the Raiffeisen system in Germany loaned to farmers $1,600,- 
00,000 at a flat rate of 5 per cent, without taking a mortgage. Such 
interest, under such conditions, is unknown in this country, where 
it comes to farm lands. 

It is needless to point out the endless advantages to the farmer 
cf a system of this nature. For one thing, it would put the south 
out of debt, and solve the perpetual problem of the cotton crop. It 
would be of equal benefit to the grangers of the west, to American 
farmers regardless of location. ‘ 

Is the time. not here in.our progress when we may at least con- 
sider a proposal of this character? When the republic was founded, 
and national banks first chartered, land values were fluctuating, 
fluid, with no standard of measurement, with the speculator ruling 
the day, and with constant annexation of new territory almost 
yearly adding new factors to the equation. We were not even in 
a position to take stock. That day is in the past. We know where 
we stand now, not only with regard to the volume of our landed 
possessions, but we have achieved a fairly accurate and _ fixed 
standard of value for improved and unimproved lands. 

As always in the world’s history, and as an immutable factor 
of economics, land is the basis of all wealth, the father of all values. 
The American farmer does not deal in, cannot offer for collateral, 
securities as the term is~téchhically and now legally understood. 
But he has a security-far yore stable than many on the stock ex- 
change, many readily aggé€pted as collateral for long-time loans at 
nominal interest—his d, God-given, the creator of the country’s 
wealth, the regulato fof whe country’s prosperity. Has not the day 
arrived to place hyh upon an equality with other classes of citizens, 
by at least makin this asset a 
by due restrictions against wildca 


ing and inflation?

in this movement by the white people 
of Atlanta has given renewed 
strength to the workers. 

The negro women of our city have 
faith. They believe that all the wom- 
en acting as one will influence their 
youmg people to be good and true, and 
also put to flight for all time the 
slayers of their women. Cocaine is 
another fiend more dangerous, but not 
so quick, as it is said to require about 
five years for its victims to overtake 
death. One authority says? “This 
new vice, the cocaine vice, the most 
serious that has to be dealt with, hag 
proved to be a creator of criminals 
and unusual forms of violence.” Yet 
neither our national nor state gov- 
ernment restricts the importation of 
this soul-destroying drug. 

Fhrough Rev. H. H. Proctor, pastor 
of the First Congregational church, 
the negro women of this city have in 
that church a place to meet at all 
times to discuss and plan. ways to 
better their condition. As a result 
of these meetings during the fall of 
1911 we are doing foundation work, 
which {js the keynote to all our en- 
deavors. We have a class in domestic 
science under an experienced instruc- 
tor. All women and girls who are 
unable to pay for lessons wit be 
taught free, provided they are @tting 
themselves to make a living. Anyone 
that Knows anything about domestic 
science can understand how valuable 
this trainng makes a person, not only 
in the kitchen, but in the sick room 
and among the children. 

A woman thoroughly trained in do- 
mestic science is a treasure in her 
own home or in the home of others. 
Children’s classes in sewing, mending 
and darning are conducted every 
afternoon. from 3 to 4 o'clock. These 
classes are taught by the women of 
the city who desire to give an hour of 
service once a week to God and hu- 
manity. These little people are taught 
to mend and darn their own clothing. 
This work is not a task, but very 
much like a kindergarten of older 
children. In this way all mending 
and darning is taken from the 
mother’s hands, which is quite an 
item in a home where there are chil- 
dren, and the mother works for others 
every day in the week. Classes of 
small boys are taught street etiquette, 
electric car deportment and good be- 
havior in general, The parents of all 
these children work for white families 
in this city. 

Bad Environment. 


The only way to know a people is to 
go among them, not once, but often. 
Many of our good women live in alleys 
ang other sections of the city not so 
good. Some of these women are 
beautiful laundresses, others are cooks 
and house maids. These women are 
rearing their children as well as they 
can. Their children attend’ our pub- 
lic schools, also Sabbath school. As 
these women work for the white fami- 
lies of Atlanta, they must live near 
the heart of the city and the alley is 
the only place for these women to 
live, who would live in a more re- 
spectable locality if they could. Here 
one will find true philanthropy. They 
will divide the last bite of bread and 
give their clothing to those among 
them in need. 

A record of twenty-two families 
whese husbands and fathers. spend 
most of their time in. prison, shows 
these mothers working hard to sup- 
port their children and keep them in 
school. The oldest child in this lot is 
13 years old and the youngest 3 years 
old. One of these women said: “I 
wish they woul@qd Keep my husband in 
prison, for he is very cruel to me. The 
police ang my neighbors are my only 
friends.” 

All theughtful negroes and those 
who keep up with current events ap- 
preciate the  south’s burden. The 
great work she is doing and is still 
planning and organizing to. better 
conditions among white people. Payne 
Institute, at Augusta, for the educa- 
tion of preachers and teachers for the 
negro; the splendid public schools for 
our children, giving employment to 
thousands of our young women as 
teachers, are one of our greatest aids 
to race building. 


Important to Both 


are conditions ex- 
isting in this city which are of vital 
fmportance to both races. We are 
working to help the women, but our 
progress is handicapped by the un- 
sanitary conditions in a large number 
of their homes. Many negro families 
live in. small houses close together, 
having a common yard. To get into 
these homes, whose yards are a net- 
work of clothes lines filled with 
snowy-white clothes, one has to stoop, 
twist and dodge untij a door is found, 
On entering you will sometimes find 
three women washing clothes in one 
room of a two-room house, the little 
children standing around, for it ig too 
wet ang cold for them to play out- 
doors. Three tubs of water and wet 
clothes in a small two-room house. 
When one takes into consideration 
that some of these women earn more 
than $5 a week by washing some idea 
can be gained as to the quantity of 
water used and the number of wet 
garments in one little home. 

Why should the world be amazed at 
the ravages of tuberculosis among 
negroes? In such surroundings the 
foundation for tuberculosis and other 
diseases are laid in the newborn 
habies. In these communities wash 
sheds should be built, having doors 
and windows and large brick or stone 
fireplaces where the clothes could be 
boiled. In this way the little chil- 
dren could.be Kept the 
damp and slush. 

We hope to establish a day nursery 
in these congested communities, but 
wee are not able to do so without out- 
side aid. We ask all lovers of God 
and humanity to invest a little money 
for Him at the bottom of the ladder 
where so many of His creatures dwell, 
who are never blessed with the glad 

ht of sweet, clean homes.

In order to obtain for the farmers a 
system of high class, desirable bank- 
ing credit, it only remains to give this 
asset currency. 

This can be easily done under the 
Raiffeisen agricultural banking sys- 
tem, which will be fully explained be- 
low. 

The southern states are thirty years 
behind the other sections of the na- 
tion in economic development. This is 
due, in part, to the uneconomic sys- 
tem employed in the operations of the 
agricultural industry of the south 
prior to 1861, and to @he disastrous 
consequences of the civil war. It is 
unnecessary, however, to go into a de- 
tailed discussion of the methods em- 
ployed by southern people which have 
made these facts history. 

What we are most vitally interested 
in now 4s to secure the practical 
adoption of ways and means which ‘will 
relieve the southern fanmers of an in- 
cubus, handed down to them from the 


past generations, and which continues’) 


to check their progress and develop- 
ment. 

In a word, the burden of the south- 
ern farmer is the ruinous and persist- 
ent credit system. The farmers sel! 
their cotton (the money crop of the 
south) In the lowest free trade mar- 
kets of the world, minus the cost of 
delivery from the field of production 
to the leading cotton consuming cen- 
ters. They buy their money, or their 
go00ds, in the highest protected coun- 


' 


‘bonds, and, 


try, and pay the dearest market values | 


in the world for every item of cost 
which enters into the production of a 
pound of cotton. 

This 014 antiquated system of twelve 
months’ credit, leading up from the 
farmer, through the supply merchants 
to the local bankers, and on to the 
great finanoclal centers, has made and 
kept the south economically a poor 
risk. For this reason, the rule has 


been to send into the southern terri- 


tory the cheapest goods manufactured 
in the United States, yet at very high 
prices to southern jobbers and retail- 
ers. By the time these goods reach the 
average cotton farmer, sold to him on 
twelve months’ credit basis, they have 
advanced in price 100 per cent from 
the manufacturers’ cost. 

It ie generally conceded in the busi- 
ness world that no man can succeed 
who pays 8 per cent each year on the 
capital employed in his business. If 
the business man, who is continually 
turning over his capital, cannot suc- 
ceed and pay 8 per cent on borrowed 
capital, it 1s an impracticable and im- 
possible proposition to expect the cot- 
ton farmer to succeed and pay from 50 
to 100 per cent to run his business and 
get a turn-over of his capital or labor 
only once a year. 

The credit system is ruinous, ite 
burden is too heavy to carry, and it 
should be an@g must be relegated to 
the antiquated things of the past. 

Farmers’ National Banks. 

The keynote to success in the twen- 
tieth century is co-operation and com- 
bination. Individualism has worked 
itself out in disaster, and has become 
a part of our past history. What is 
needed in the United States, and im- 
peratively .so in the cotton states of 
the south, is a systém of farmers’ co- 
operative or national banks, organized 
upon a co-operative basis, such as has 
been so successfully employed for the 
past 100 years by the Raiffeisen agri- 
eultural banking system in Germany. 
In 1911 this chain of co-operative agri- 
eultural banks in Germany loaned to 
the farmers of Germany $1,600,000,000, 
ata flat rate of 5 per cent per annum. 
without taking a single mortgage. 

The Raeffeisen agricultural banking 
system is based upon land as its most 
valuable asset, and the co-operation of 
the land owners through their organ- 
ized leagues or societies. The applica- 
tion of the Raiffeisen system to the 
creation of farmers’ co-operative or 
national banks in

der this system. These treasury or 
national bank notes would not bear 
interest and the protection to the 
United States government would he 
even better and safer ttran the ordi- 
nary government bond. The deposits 
of the postal savings banks might, 
also, be used for $uch purpose, which 
would enable these farmers’ national 
banks to secure their money at prac- 
tically no rate of interest, or, ‘at best, 
only a nominal rate. The inauguration 
of these farmers’ co-operative or na- 
tional] banks, would tend to give elas- 
ticity to our currency, and in periods 
of financial depression, such as oc- 
curred in 1907, it would be practically 
impossible for any combination of cap- 


{tal or moneyed interests in our larg-' 


est financial center to control the 


money market of this country. 

' Antagonism of National Banks. 

The adoption of farmers’ co-opera- 
tive or national banks under the sys- 
tem above referred to would doubtless, 
at first, have the antagonism of our 
present national banking system. The 
Raiffeisen system, when first promul- 
gated in Germany, was bitterly fought 
by the banking and moneyed interests 
of that country. But the system over- 
came all obstacles, and has become a4 
tremendous financial success for the 
farmers of Germany. The Raiffeisen 
system of agricultural banks has also 
been perfected within recent years in 
every one of the leading countries of 
continental Europe, and is now devel- 
oping in Ireland, Scotland, England 
and Wales. It must inevitably be in- 
troduced and become an integral part 
of the banking system of the United 
States. 

Its prompt adoptidn in the southern 
states would speedily emancipate 
the south from the enslavement of its 
agricultural people to the vicious and 
ruinous credit system, and in a few 
years make our agricultural sections 
truly independent and prosperous. 

Raiffeisen System Not New. 

There is nothing new or complicated 
in the Raiffeisen banking system. It is 
older than the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and has been in successful 
operation long before the present na- 
tional banking system in our country 
was dreamed of. 

It has not only been fully tried out, 
but has been adopted by practically all 
the leading agricultural countries of 
the world, except the United States. 
The system is simple, and needs no 
experimenting to demonstrate its 
soundness and value to the agricul- 
tural industry. 

Its succassful inauguration in this 
country requires only the enactment 
of such state and federal laws as will 
permit the owners of lands to use such 
property as a negotiable asset in the 
development of a co-operative banking 
system. The adoption of this system 
would enable cotton farmers to soon 
get out of debt and conduct their 
farming operations upon a spot-cash 
basis. 

It would enable them in a few years 
to construct first-class bonded cotton 
warehouses, and secure a permanent 
basis upon which to finance the cotton 
crop, market it slowly and maintain a 
stable, profitable price for our great 
staple product. 

Cheap and abundant money would 
not-only free the farmers from the 
disastrous burdens of the credit sys- 
tem, but it would give to the south 
prosperous merchants, enlarge our 
manufacturing and industrial develop- 
ment and give to our great cotton sec- 
tion an independence and happy con- 
tentment second to no other section of 
the American union, or, indeed, any 
other portion of the civilized world.

“What is the next point? ‘That the 
area of poverty fluctuates without any 
fault of the people. Is the workman 
who is out of work responsible for the 
fluctuations and variations of trade” 
Is he responsible for the change in 
the fash’ >ns which may throw him out 
of work? But, although, at one mo- 
ment, you may have a véry broad area 
of poverty, and, at another period, a 
much more narrow and limited area, 
you have always got a large, wide, 
deep area of chronic poverty and mis- 
ery in this country. 


Poverty Always Pgesent. 


In times of bad trade you have a 
wide sweep of country covered with 
poverty, but even when the soft winds 
of. prosperity blow over the land you 
have always got this chronic wretch- 
ediness where beams of the sun never 
reach. 

“What is my other proposition? That 
there are multitudes who live a life of 
wretchedness and misery and despair, 
partly through their own fault but 
largely through the fault of surround- 
ings—bad housing, public-houses—all 
those causes which are partly the 
fault of the man. himself, but also 
partly the fault of his surroundings. 

“IT come to my other proposition. 
You cannot deal with a problem of 
this magnitude bv mere 
appeals to the charity 
lent. It is hopelessly inadequate as a 
remedy. You might as well try to run 
the army and navy by voluntary sub- 
scription. 

“What is the good of going to the 
country and saving, ‘Here, we want an 
army, and {t !s absolutely essential 
that we should have a navy to pro- 
tect our homes, and Wwe appeal 
vour subscriptions.’

The friend gave 
him letters of introduction to a theat- 
rical stage carpenter, who sent a 
crew of men to Richmond, and put the 
stage in modern shape, equipped with 
just the scenery that was needed. The 
theatrical man gave the athlete an- 
other letter to a vaudeville booking 
agent, and that worthy booked a com- 
bination of vaudeville players to go to 
Richmond.

“TIT was told later that a Dyak is 
Quite mad for days after taking a 
head. I realized the infinite tact and 
wisdom with which the two white 
rajahs of Sarawak—Sir James and Sir 
Charles Brooke—have striven to aboi- 
ish the practice of head-hunting, the 
Sreatest passion of the Dyak, having 
its roots in his courtship and in hia 
idea of immortality and filial affection. 

“A Dyak legend tells that ‘the 
daughter of their great ancestor, who 
resides in heaven near the evening 
star, refused to marry vuntil her be- 
trothed brought her a gift worthy her 
acceptance. The Man went into the 
jungle and killed a deer, which he pre- 
sented to her, but the fair lady turned 
away in disdain. He went away and 
returned with a mias (orangutan), the 
great monkey who haunts forests, but 
this present was not more to her taste. 
Then, in a fit of despair, the lover went 
abroad and killed the first man he 
met, and, throwimg the victim's head 
at her feet, exclaimed at the cruelty 
she had made him guilty of, but to his 
surprise sha smiled, and said that now 
he had discovered the only gift worthy 
of herself.” And ‘to this day a Dyak 
girl will often refuse to marry a man 
who has not taken at least one head. 
Still more binding upon the Dyak is 
the obligation to furnish a fresh head 
to attend the spirit of any dead mem- 
ber of his family. The feathers of the 
hornbill—the insignia of war—have 
come to be worn only by one who has 
taken a head, and the large circle of 
mother-of-pearl which holds in place 
the feather war-coat is emblematic of 
linmortality, since it is of this mat:;- 
rial that the spirit must construct the 
tree Sat is to take it into the next 
world.”

military camp established in the south 
since the days of the war between the 
states. In providing quarters for the 
veterans—the thousands of old heroes 
who will meet here in May—the re- 
union committee will break all records. 
Even the camps of the troops engaged 
inethe Cuban campaign in 1898 will be 
cast into the shade, for the veterans’ 
camp will not only be the largest, but 
the best-equipped the south has. ever 


had. 
City park—a beautifud tract 
bracing nearly one hundred acres—has 
been selected as the site. A piece of 
land equally as large adjoins the park, 
and much of this will be used. This 
land is level, free from stones, and 
comprises one of’ the best tracts in 
Bibb county. Grass seed will be sown, 
and when the veterans hoist their flag 
at headquarters the whole camping 
ground will be a mass of green. 
‘Army Tents Secured.

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DECREASE SHOWN 
BY THE NEGROES 


President Finley Makes an In- 
teresting Analysis of the 
Census Report. 


Washington, January 20.—In an ad- 
dress delivered at the Tulane universi- 
ty of Louisiana in March, 1910, Presi- 
dent Finley, of the Southern Railway 
Company, after pointing out that in 
the ten years from 1890 to 1900 the 
white population of the south in- 
creared 25.2 per cent, while in the 
same period the negro population of 
the section increaseqg by 17.2 per cent, 
said: “There is reason to Delieve that 
the conditions which affected the 
relative rates of increase of white and 
uegro population in the south between 
1890 and 1900 are still operative and 
that, as time goes on, the negro popu- 
lation of the section will constitute a 
decreasing proportion of the whole.” 


| This forecast is borne out by the sta- 
tistics of white and negro population 


fer 1910 just made public by the 
United States census office. 

In -the states south of the Ohio and 
Potomac rivers and east of the Mis- 
cissippi there was an increase in the 
ten years between 1900 and 1910 of 
17.5 per cent in white population and 
an increase of only 8.7 per cent in ne- 
gro population. The rate of increase 
in negro population for the United 
States, as a whole, from 1900 to 1910

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RAVELERS approaching Los 
Angeles from the north, over 
the Southern Pacific railroad, 
are often astonished at seeing from 
the car windows immense flocks of 
pigeons, numbering Many thousands, 
just on the outskirts of the city. 
These belong to the wor'd 3 largest 
pigeon farm, owned by T. G. John- 
son, and justly covsidereé one of the 
show places of California. Merely 
as a curiosity, in fact, it ranks 
ulong with the alligator farm, the 
ostrich farms and other tourist at- 
tracticns. 
This greatest of ail p:geon gen 
consists of about eight acres oO 
sandy, gravelly lang along the bed 
of the Los Angeles river. It was 
started eleven or tweive years 50, 
on a comparatively small scale; se 
the venture proved so proftalie tha 
the owner developec it into & great 
mode-n industry. He now claims to 
have more tian 100,000 full-grown 
pigeons on his farm. A nyone doubt- 
ing the accuracy of the figures has 
the privileg> of coubdng As a 
matter of fact, the estimate is prob- 
ably many tbhousapcs pelow the 
act.al number. 

Of course, the object of this vast 
pigeon-breeding establishment is the 
production of squubs. In the early 
spring months about forty dozen 
squnbs are killed anc sent to market 
every duy. In the summer and fall 
the daily output of squats may ex- 
ceed 100 dozen, and the squab crop 
each year exceeds 20,060 dozen. This 
is “something doing”: in squabs of a 
surety; aud as thes: sel! at from 
$2 to $3.50 per dozen, and even 
higher than that at some seasons 
of the year, it is evident that the 
income from the mamnmoth pigeon 
farm foots up‘a very tidy sum an- 
nually. However, it is not ail ‘‘vel- 
vet” by any means. The birds are 
gaid to consume from two to three 
tons of grain every day of the year.

The pigeon !s strictly monogam- 
ous, selecting a mate and displaying 
a marital fidelity that might well 
be emulated by featherless and pre- 
sumabiy superior bipeds. The fe 
mule begins laying eggs when five 
or six months old. She lays two 
eggs and then settles down to hatch- 
ing. The period of incubation is 
eighteer, days, the male bird shar- 
ing the labor with the female. The 
young birds consist of little but ap- 
petite, so that both the father and 
mother are kept busy feeding their 
offspring. The method used for 
feeding the young js peculiar. The 
little pigeons thrust their bills into 
the mouths of the parent birds; and 
these feed the young by disgorging 
partially digested food. Being thus 
Supplied with pre-digested baby- 
food, the young birds grow with 
extraordinary rapidity, so that when 
from four to five weeks old they are 
ready for the market as squabs. 
They are killed by breaking their 
necks, plucked while still warm, 
bled and placed on ice, ready for 
delivery to the hotel! and restaurant 
trade, or for shipment to distant 
points. 

Although the Los Angeles pigeon 
farm is, as yet, pre-eminent in that 
particular line, it is probable that it 
will soon have a rival. Several 
years ago a pigeon farm was started 
in Pennsylvania, which is now said 
to have 20,000 full-grown birds, with 
accommodations already prepared 
for a total of 100,000 birds. Bach 
pair of pigeons produces five or six 
pairs of young birds annually, so 
that the natural increase would be 
very rapid but for the daily slaugh- 
ter incident to the effort to supply 
the insatiable demand for squabs. 
It is said that the profits of a prop- 
erly conducted ‘“squabbery” are 
much greater than those of an or- 
dinary poultry farm, and that the

HE Duke of West- 
minster’s allowance 
has been cut to 
$500,000 a year. This news 
has caused consternation 


in circles where the Duke’s 
wealth has produced much 
happiness. 

The Duke, as most peo- 
ple know, is the richest noble- 
man in England He owns a 
huge slice of the West End of 
London, including Belgravia 
and Grosvenor Square. A large 
proportion of Americans who 
go to London help to swell his 
revenues by occupying houses 
and hotels on his property. 

His income ahs been esti. 
mated at $2,000,000 a year. 

His grandfather, who was his immediate prede. 
cessor in the title, left-the estate in charge of 
trustees, because he knew his grandson’s reck- 
less and frivolous propensities.

fallibility, there are few business men who 
do not regard one particular lawyer as a 
veritable phenomenon.

on for purposes of literary observation. 

The fruits of this experience are the 
Potash & Perlmutter stories; which, by 
the. way, are not dialect stories in the 
editorial sense. The latter class of stories 
comprises the narratives in which “Hoot 
Mon” and “Ah’m gwine, Suh,” are sprin- 
kled as liberally as caraway seeds in rye 
bread; but it will be noticed that, with 
few exceptions, when Abe and Morris 
speak, they utter words which conform 
strictly to the spell- 
ing in Webster’s Un- 
abridged, the Stand- 
ard, or the Century 
Dictionary. 

(I hold no brief 
for any of these 
publications.) 

The reason for this 
is that the speech of 
Potash and’ Perlmut- 
ter differs so subtly 
from the vernacular 
of the ignorant New 
Yorker as to evade a 
phonetic spelling, 
more especially as it 
is not so much mis- 
pronunciation of 
words as their inver- 
sion in sentences that 
stamps Abe’s and 
Morris’s dialect as 
foreign. They continu- 
ally utter such intro- 
ductory phrases as 
‘Take it from me, 
Mawruss,” or ““Look-y 
here, Abe, I want to 
tell you something,” 
and there are a hun- 
dred different man- 
nerisms in their con- 
versation which can 
be faithfully reproduc- 
ed without misspell- 


ing a single word. Of course, it is true 
that some Perlmutters use V for W, but 
there are very few of them who habitu- 
ally confound B with P or D with T. Ac- 
cording to the American comic papers, Abe 
ought to say: “Dayg id from me, Maw- 
russ,” and Morris would reply: “Loog-y 
here, Ape, I vond do dell you someding.” 
This approaches the vernacular of Potash 
& Perlmutter as nearly as would the dia- 
lectic convention which in the London 
comic papers demands that all Jews, no 
matter of what nativity, speak English 
with a lisp.. 

Now let us take up the next query: 
“How did these stories originate?” I don’t 
know exactly what this inquiry means, 
but it is the precise wording of the ques- 
tion put by many readers. Answering it 
as best I can, let me say firstly that they 
originated in the desire to give a good- 
humored portrait of one phase of business 
life in New York. Secondly, I just couldn’t 
help putting on paper all that I had seen 
and heard of Abe’s and Morris’s pleasant 
eccentricities. Thirdly, short stories have 
been a source of income to me for many 
years past, and I thought I saw a market- 
able commodity in these Potash & Perl- 
mutter stories. I was not mistaken, even 


though at first I grew somewhat discour- 
aged. Three of them were wriiten before | 


any sales were made, and I was beginning 
to think they were as bad stickers as Mr. 
Rabinowitz possessed. (Cue.) 

Mr. Rabinowitz dealt in woolens, and 
after a brisk fall season he foun dhimself 
with a lot of piece goods that were of ex- 
cellent quality but of poor design. It was 
in vain that he cut the price on them; the 
trade refused to buy, and at length he be- 
came desperate. He picked out six N. G. 
customers, who under ordinary circum- 
stances were not to be trusted with a C. 
O. D. delivery, unless the expressman 
passed over the package with one hand 
and received the cash with the other. To 
each of these he shipped thirteen pieces 
of the woolens, accompanied by a letter 
stating that the goods were cheap and of 
splendid quality. He called attention to 
their éxtremely low price and enclosed a 
bill for twelve pieces only. 

Rabinowitz reckoned that, when each of 
the customers received the thirteen pieces 
of goods and a bill for only twelve, they 
would see a chance to profit at his ex- 
pense, and they would therefore keep the 
goods and remit'the amount of the bill. 
However, it was what Professor James 
would call bum psychology, for, as one 
man, the six customers pursued the same 
course of action, They each wrote a let 


ter to Rabinowitz, telling him they were 
sorry that they were unable to buy the 
dozen pieces of goods he had shipped 
them, and the next day they returned only 
tweJve of the thirteen packages. The re- 
maining one they kept, together with Ra- 
binowitz’s own bill, which they filed away 
for future reference. 

Also! The three Potash & Perlmutter 
stories went the rounds of the magazines 
and were much too radical for accept- 
ance by the editors, for most editors are 
conservative buyers and mistrust new 
styles of stories. At length I sold two of 
them to a magazine proprietor out in De- 
troit, Mich., and he promptly “busteg up” 
on me. His magazine cohtinued under 
new management, however, and, after a 
correspondence which bade fair to eat up 
all the profits in postage stamps, the 
new proprietor compromised for a ridi- 
culously low figure. The third story ap 
peared in the Scrap Book, and the fourth 
in Munsey’s. Then came “Taking It Easy” 
in the Saturday FEve- 
ning Post, followed by 


-“The Arverne Sacque,” 


and with that the sea- 
son opened. 
Much of the popu- 
larity of these stories 
must be credited to 
the good nature and 
keen sense of humor 
of the Jewish people, 
who are more ready 
to appreciate a joke 
or a story, even when 
it is on themselves, 
than the vpeople of 
any other race. 
My thanks are 
sincerely proffered to 
the numerous readers who have expressed 
their enjoyment of the stories. I try to 
emake them amuse everybody and offend 
nobody, and in this hope I have succeeded.

HE secret of the recent treasure hunt 
beneath the area of King Solomon's 
Temple at Jerusalem is the most 


amazing story ever told. All that has been 
said about it hitherto sinks into insignifi- 
cance, for it is now declared that the treas- 
ure hunters were guided by a secret crypto- 
graphic cipher in the Bible. 

It will be recalled that Captain the Hon. 
Montague Parker, of the British army, headed 
this expedition and was provided with im- 
mense resources in money and men. He con- 
ducted a iong series of excavations extending 
from the Pool of Siloam to the vicinity of 
the Mosque of Omar, which occupies the site 
of Solomon’s Temple at Jerusalem.

found in the Book of Ezekiel, in ciphers 


description of a secret hiding place beneath 
the temple. Dr. Juvelius then searched the 
Books of Moses as a consequence of the sug- 
gestion in the Talmud. 

In the Book of Deuteronomy he found 
further descriptions of the hiding place. Ad- 
ditional information was also found in the 
ancient fragment known as the Book of Jesu 
ben Syrak. : 

It is impossible to explain the nature of 
this cipher fully because it is of great length 
and based on the Hebrew characters, but the 
information which it conveyed was as follows: 

1 That there was a secret hiding place in 
the region of Mount Ophel, outside the 
temple enclosure, containing the Tables of 


the Law, the Temple Archives and the. 


Temple Treasures. 

2. That the hiding place was connected 
with the blood canal used for the carrying off 
of the blood of the sacrificial offerings in the 
Temple 

3. That this hiding place was in connection 
ulso with David’s City. It is not stated in the 
tipher that the blood canal and David’s City 
vere in direct communication, though this is 
probable.

4. That David’s City was on Mouht Ophel. 

5. That hte immediate entrance to the 
treasure chamber was through a cleft deep 
down in the rock, which was filled up at the 
time of the hiding of the treasures, and must 
consequently first be cleared out by any ex- 
plorers. 

6. That the blood canal was built in con- 
nection with the Temple water system. 

7. That there were three approaches to the 
water system and thence to the blood canal 
One of these was through the Temple itself, 
now the Mosque of Omar, and another near 
to the Virgin’s Well (discovered by Sir 
Charles Warren.) The third approach was 
at a considerable distance, and in these days 
unavailable. 

Solomon’s Temple was ‘the greatest build- 
ing ever raised by man and its treasures the 
most precious ever enclosed in a sacred edi- 
fice. It is only reasonable that some provi- 
sion should have been made for securely hid- 
ing these treasures in case of war. Hence 
the cipher in the Bible intended only for the 
priests. 

The “blood canal” referred to is the large 
passage leading down into the ground beside 
the great rock over which the Mosque of 
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Omar is built. This rock was the central 
spot in the Holy of Holies of King Solomon’s 
Temple. It was here that the sacrifices were 
offered up, and the canal was needed to carry 
off the blood of the victims. 

The canal had to be of considerable size, 
for at the consecration.of the Temple 22,000 
oxen and 18,000 sheep were sacrificed. It 
has always been known that there was a pas- 
sage with steps cut in it leading into the 
sacred rock, but since the Mohammedans 
have occupied the site no Christian has been 
allowed to examine it. 

Dr. Juvelius planned to test the accuracy 
of the cipher theory himself, and 
went to Jerusalem for that pur- 
pose. He found himself unable 
to continue the work, and having 
in Oaptain Parker a colleague of 
ample means and special apti- 
tude for his work, he intrusted 
the undertaking to him. 

It was esitmated that the 
treasure to be found would 
probably be worth $20,000,000. 

Jesu. ben Syrak’s book states 
very definitely that the con-

In addition the 
cipher indicated that there were many objects 
of solid goid in the hiding place, as well as 
manuscripts and archives of the highest 
archaeological value. 

Included in the cipher is a curse “sixty 
and six fold” on any unauthorized person 
who may attempt to disclose the secret 
chamber. . The explorers have presumably 
brought this upon themselves. 

In 1908 Dr. Juvelius went to England and 
there interested.Captain Parker in his plans. 
A syndicate was formed. Lieutenant Pop 
penheim, a well known explorer of the Congo, 
and a Swedish engineer named Millen joined 
it. ; 
' A concession to explore Mount Ophel was 
obtained from the Turkish Government, and, 
representatives of the Government received, 
half the shares of the syndicate in returs 
for their consent. 

The first excavations were begun in 1909, 
and before the close of the year Professor 
Juvelius turned the direction of the enter- 
prise over to Captain Parker. He left as his 
local representative, another Finn, Dr. Pertti 
Vottila. 

The first objects aimed at by the party 
were: 1, the location of David’s City on 
Mount Ophel as described in the cipher; 2, 
the location of the blood canal of Solomon’s 
Temple.

The explorers found it impossible to ap’. 
proach the blood canal from the Mosque of 


would have slaughtered any infidel who 
touched this sacred spot. Dr. Juvelius calk 
culated from ‘the cipher that there was an 
entrance to the canal from the place known 
as the Virgin's Well, but after persistent ef 
fort it was found impracticable to make 
much progress in this direction. 

A direct excavation wags finally made from 
the surface of Mount Ophel, just outside the 
Temple area. The operation was conducted’ 
with the utmost secrecy, Turkish soldiers 
being put om guard to keep away inquirers, 

There is little doubt that the quest was 
successful, since the excavators suddenly 
stopped work, loaded an immense quantity. 
of material on a special train during the 
night and on reaching the coast sailed away 
on a private yacht. 

While the adventurers admit that they.

This 
doctor, who has made a science of per- 
sonal beauty, holds that no woman 
should expose her unprotected face to 
the elements. Veils should be worn at 
ali times when motoring, but care 
should be taken in selecting the qual- 
ity and color of the veiling, ag there 
are many colored veils the dyes of 
which are poisonous to the cuticle. 

Dr. Sabournard advises light brewn 
or white veils as the safest colors to 
be worn. So many: colors are injuri- 
ous to the skin. Green, blue, and vio- 
iét are apt to cause Irritation, as they 
rub’too closely to the face and attract 

sun. The texture should be of 
fine .cotton or silk.

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“MRS. EDDINGTON’S KITCHEN HINTS 


By Jane Eddington. 

Graham Bread.—The graham bread 
ik ad ray is largely a flour problem. 

raham bread js agreeable to the taste, 
fine for the health, far better than 
white bread, but is nowadays consid- 
ered difficult to make. A part of this 
difficulty comes to the inexperienced, 
because they expect to get exactly the 
game effects from using graham meal 
or flour that they can get with white 
flour. The other part of the difficulty 
is due to the fact that with some of 
the graham flours on the market pro 
one could get the results expected or 
desired. 

The inventor, or really-the great ad- 
vocate of this sort of flour, Dr. Sylves- 
ter Graham, who was most active in 
this work between 1830 and 1840, ad- 
vised that the bread be always made 
of freshly ground wheat, which. had 
been carefully washed and dried pre- 
vious to milling. People who have a 
hand mill can have-meal of this sort. 

Last year a certain Englishman of 
wealth let it be known to the world 


‘that he and his wife had been restored 


to health by eating’ bread, which ‘she 
made, the flour of ,which he himselt 
prepared in a hand mill. He was be- 
wapre for information about the mat- 
er. 


Some of the graham flours on the 
market are not only made of poorer 
grades of wheat, but of not even the 
best part of these. It is for this 
reason that the bake trade uses from 
a third to a half of patent flour in 
its bread, which, for this and other 
reasons, bear but slight resemblance 
to the graham bread which Dr. Gra- 
ham was for many years the propa- 
gsandist for. All dark flours contain- 
ing bran “prove” more rapidly than 
others, and therefore require ibs 
yeast. Most bakers use too much 
yeast, or perhaps “prove” their doughs 
too much, or use s0 much white flour 
that the graham is hardly more than 
a flavor to a very unsubstantial sort 
of bread. A good graham bread has 
a great deal of what we may call 
body, and is decidedly something to 
chew upon, and an agreeable some- 
thing.

The daintiest graham bread is un- 
doubtedly ma@e of veast and sifted 
graham flour. But to sift this flour 
deprives it of its valuable aperient 
quality. In the soda breads this lat- 
ter quality is made the more effective 
by the use of molasses. For fine lunch- 
es, when something ' exceptionally 
danty and different is required, a 
bread of this nature is very satisfac- 
tery, but not of much if any higher 
health value than a patent flour bread. 


Graham Bread—For one loaf: One 
and a half cups of sour milk, one-half 
cup of molasses, cne teaspoon of sa't, 
One level teaspoon of soda dissolved 
in the milk, two cups of graham flour, 
not ifted and half cup of white flour, 
Beat thoroughly, put into bread pans, 
and bake. slow'y one hour. To beat 
this in the most thorough way, put the 
flour into the milk a little at a time. 
To prevent the loaf from having a 
hard crust, wet the outside of a large 
spoon with cold water and pat the loaf 
with it. This will make the surface 
very smooth, instead of ragged. If 
the loaf is rubSed with butter when 
first taken from the oven the crust 
will be richer and less likely to sepa- 
rate from the.crumb when it is cut. 

Some people who are at present 
making an advocacy of graham flour 
their life work and business make a 
bread by the recipe which follows.

The Passing Beet. 

What shall we do about the beet? It 
seems to me high time to do some- 
thing, when a great market tells you 
it has nothing but beet in cans. Are 
people eating but very little of this 
vegetable, which used to be as much 
one of the winter cellar’s supplies as 
turnips and potatoes? 

What should we do in apple-blossom 
time with no beets, if we happened to 
want to give an apple-blossom lunch- 
eon—no beets for our soup! The Jap- 
anese celebrate apple-blossom time 
while it is yet winter with us, and if 
we should want to have a Japanese 
luncheon in the Japanese blossom sea- 
son we should need the beet for some 
of our imitations. 

But this is light talk. Really, we 
need the beet for common every-day 
uses. It is very good. It igs not, to be 
sure, as adaptable a vegetable as its 


may .be because these have not been 
duly exploited. We do not know how 
versatile a vegetable it might become 
if all its possibilities were developed. 


Up to a few years ago the beet was 
used mainly for an any-day pickle. 
It is one of the few things which we 
have of which we can make a tempo- 
rary pickle. This is a very agreeable 
winter pickle, which the thrifty have 
on hand, for it may be so put up as to 
keep well for a considerable time. It 
never seems to go very far, but it is 
less expensive and less trouble to make 
than most other pickles. 

A step was taken in the wider use of 
the beet when people began’ to eat it 
plain, buttered, or with a salad dress- 
ing. Nothing is better than a French 
dressing. othing is better than a 
French dressing for the beet. And, 
then, there are sour sauces, hardly 
more than a white sauce made of water 
and a little vinegar, other flavorings or 
seasonings being added to._—itaste. 
Lemon juice may be used instead of the 
vinegar, and some people like this with! 
the plain, buttered beets. 

Diced and sauted in butter, salt and 
pepper, beets are excellent. They must 
be served very hot. They contain a 
great deal of sugar, but they. may often 
be improved when cooked in this way 
by sprinkling sugar over them. 


A boiled dinner hash, made of a cup 
of potatoes, a cup of beets, half a cup 
each of cabbage, and perhaps some 
cabbage, all chopped together and 
warmed up in a very’little of the cake 
of grease from the top of the Kettle 
in which the boiled dinner is cooked, 
or in other dripping, may be very good, |}, 
quite delicious, when well seasoned and 
browned. The beet is what gives this 
hash its most delightful character. 


Cream of Beet Soup.—If we want a 
very elegant soup we use pure or thin- 
ned cream for the foundation. This is 
not quite so extravagant as it sounds, 
for such rich soups should always be 
served in cups, with whipped cream on 
top, and a very little cream goes a 
long way and makes a good deal of 
show when it is whipped. For the less 
expensive soup we use a white sauce. 
Stew chopped beets until they* are ten- 
der, and add them hot to the cream of 
sauce; then season and strain before 
serving. 


Steamed Beets.—Beets may be cooked 
in this way in about. the same time 
that it takes to boil them, and this 
method is a happy compromise be- 
tween baking and boiling them. To 
make them is not a very economical 
method when the work must be done 
by gas, yet by this method they retain 
every bit of their sweetness and dell-! 
cate flavor. It is best to use a little 
water in the pan when baking them, 
so they are thus partly steamed Un- 
less they are covered by another pan, 
in which they will need to be turned 
frequently, but not with a fork, for 
this makes them bleed. A pancake 
turner is the best thing to use. 


The Tricky Turnip. 

The turnip is a trying vegetable, 
with a great deal of personality and 
of a somewhat capricious character. 
It may with some justice be accused 
of being both tricky and treacherous, 
for its center is sometimes corky and 
light of weight. But this is not ex- 
actly the turnip’s fault. 

It often appears to be one of the 
badly raised children of the vegetable 
family. The soil specialists have yet 


much to do in teaching growers how 
to start and nurture this vegetable, 
so excellent when properly raised. 

So dainty, unique and sweet is the 
turnip, at its best, that those who like 
it are often deluded into trying it in 
strange places, only to suffer disap- 
pointment, for it is not wéll cooked 
ninety-nine times in a hundred. 

It is not always the fault of the 
grower that a turnip, when cooked, is 
strong. On the whole, it is much safer 
to steam it than to boil it, for the 
flavor seems to come out into the 
water in which it is boiled to quite an 
extent, and then if tle turnip remains 
in this a moment aftér it is done it 
seems to put it back again with aie. |

ways eat it when prepared by other 
hands than ,your own, overcooked, 
carelessly mashed, and improperly sea- 
soned. 

Why should people eat radishes raw 
and scorn-the raw turnip? They belong 
to the same family, the turnip has 
the sweeter taste and is not so much 
bigger than the black radish, which 
people eat raw. Custom in these mat- 
ters may have got reversed. People 
used always to cook the radish, espe- 
cially the white turhip radish. 

The turnip may be very watery. 
When it was so it used to be custom- 
ary to maS&h it, put it in a cloth and 
wring it, then add sait and butter, 
and, if the swéetness was gone, a lit- 
tle sugar, when it was as good as now. 


If the water in whigh turnip is cook- 
ed is salted there should be a, good 
deal of it. and perhaps it is better any 
way to boil the turnip in a great deal 
of water, very Nghtly salted if at all. 
If boiled too long, even in unsalted 
water, it is bound to lose its sweet- 
ness and become bitter. 

An English fashion of cooking the 
turnip is to cut it in dice of consid- 
erable size, boil it in fresh or very 
lightly salted water until the water is 
all boiled away—measuring it so as to 
use just enough to boil away at the 
right time—then to the tender turnip 
add butter, salt, and pepper, and serve, 
Turnip cooked in this way and served 
cold, perhaps on a lettuce leaf, is ex- 
cellent. 

Miss Parloa calls turnips somewhat 
similarly prepared hashed turnips. In 
this case she boils the turnips in slices, 
drains, chops them in rather large 
Pieces, puts them in a stewpan, add- 
ing to a pint and a half of turnips a 
teaspoon of salt, one-fourth of a tea- 
spoon of pepper, a tablespoon. of but- 
ter, and four tablespoons of water, all 
cooked over the fire until the water 
and seasonings have been absorbed, 
then served at once. 

This is one of the two recipes she 
gives for turnips in the government 
bulletin on the “Preparation of Vege- 
tables for the Table.” 


As an alternate: way of preparing 
hashed turnips she gives the following: 
“Or the salt, pepper, butter, and a ta- 
blespoon of flour may be added to the 
hashed turnips, then the stewpan may 
be placed over the hot fire and shaken 
frequently to toss up the turhips. 
When the turnips have been cooked 
five minutes in this manner add half 
a pint of meat stock or of milk and 
cook ten minutes.” 

This is only a variation of creamed 
turnips, which are turnips cooked and 
then served in a white sauce. 

To mash turnips has been the stand-. 
ard and most acceptable way of pre- 
paring them when of the.best quality. 
Mash with a wooden pestle. So pre- 
pared, they are particularly good with 
mutton or roast beef and also with

How to Prepare Goud Soup 


By Marion Harris Neil. 

The foundation of all soups is or 
should be found in the stockpot, an 
institution that is too often neglected. 
There are several points in the prepa- 
ration of soups which need special at- 
tention. 

(1) Give them plenty of time, so as 
to extract thoroughly the goodness

from what is put into them. 
(2) Simmer them _ gently. Boiled

(3) Be careful to take off the scum 
as it rises. 

(4) Never leave soup in a saucepan, 
if it is not used as soon as made. Pour 
it into an earthénware basin, and 
leave it.uncovered. 


White Stock for Soups. 
Four pounds. Knuckle of veal, rabbit 


| or fowl bones, one onion, a ‘blade of 


‘mace, half a teaspoonful of whole 
white peppers, five pints of water, one 
stalk of celery, one teaspoonful of 
salt. Break the bones, ‘remove all the 
fat, and cut up the meat into small 
pieces, put them into a saucepan with 
the salt and cold water, bring slowly 
to the boil, skim thoroughly, add the 
other ingredients, allow it:to simmer 
very gently, four or five hours; strain, 
and when cold:remove the fat. -

ATLANTA WOMEN’S WORK 
TO BE COMPILED IN BOOK 


Mrs. Woods White is chairman of a 
committee appointed by the City Fed- 
eration of which Mrs. F. lL. Seely is 
now president, to plan for the com- 
piling, editing and publication of a 
book which will give the history of 
Atlanta women in federated organized 
effort. 

The need of the book was felt dur- 
ing the last three years when the At- 
lanta City Federation was frequently 
called upon to cp-operate with the 
Chamber of Commerce and other or- 
ganized forces making for general 
civic betterment. In many cases it 
became necessary to define the differ-
